Charles de GatUle's sweeping victory 
In nationwide municipal elecUons. 

Some troops, It was learned, ar- 
rived In Paris this morning. War 
MlnlaUr Paul Coate-Florcl waa re- 
ported reliably to have ordered tho 
rein tore cm enta to handle any pos- 
sible disorders arising from the fall- 
ure of the communists to score 
clenr-cut victory at the polls. 

With tlie final results In the 
elections still im tabulated this even- 
ing. It was evident they would give 
de Gaulle somewhere around 40 
per cent of the. total naUonwldo 
vote and SO per cent ot that cost 
In Paris. 

De Gaulle's party, tho Rally of 
the French People, received 41Ji per 
cent ot the 4,000,000 votes counted. 
The party was orsanlied six months 
ago to fight the cammimlsts, who 
received 20.7 per cent ot the votes 
In yesterday's elections. Premier 
Paul Ramadlcr's soclallsU received 
30.0 per cent, and the Popular Re' 
publican Movement, once the alrong' 
est party tn Prance, received 8J 
per cent.

points" throughout the city. In 
event of trouble, they were expected 
to bolster city police and mobile 
guards who have been moblllied 
since the beginning ot the Paris 
subway strike a week sgo.

"Mission to Moacow," based on a book of the same name 
by Joseph E. Davica, former 
U. S. ambassador to Russia, 
has been denounced by the 
committee as pro-Russian, it 
was produced ,(iurinK the war. 

Under dueatlonlnic by Commlttea 
Counsel Robert K. SCrtpllng, bespeo^ 
tacled Warner said, "I have never 
seen ■ communist, and I wouldn't 
know one It I saw one." 

"As to fascists," he added, "yes. 
I have seen them— but not In this 
country," 

Favors GutlawLar Act 
Under questioning by committee 
members, Warner said he would 
favor leglsIsUon outlawing com- 
munlsta It It could be framed with- 
out conlnvenlng the bill of rights 
and without taking "away the right 
of an American to make a liveli- 
hood." 

Warner was tho first of the Holly- 
wood witnesses to be called before 
the long- Impending hearing Into 
communism In the film capital. 
Thomas Opens Hearing 
Committee Chairman J. Pamcll 
Thomas opened the hearings in the 
marble-llned, Klelg-llghted house 
caucus room by: 
1. Declaring there are communists 
the movie Induatry who want to 
see Soviet toUUtarlanlsm establish- 
ed everywhere. 

3. Putting off unUI next week 
consideration of an attempt by at- 
torneys for some of the Hollywood 
witnesses to quash the hearings on

This letter was written to City 
Attorney H. B. Bedford at Rupert 
after City Manager Price Sears had 
Informed that council that, despite 
falling to furnish the containers, 
the health department continued to 
Hat Rupcrt'a water supply aa 
satisfactory. 

Receives Letter 
"We have received your request 
through the governor's office for 
one ot our water sample shipping 
containers." Engineer Clare declarea 
In the letter, a copy of which was 
received by Dr. P. L. Murray, di- 
rector ot the south central district 
health unit In Twin Palls. 

"The requested container has 
been sent to Mr. Scars. Our records 
Indicate a similar container was 
loaned to the city several years ago 
and another was delivered to Mr. 
Sears' office last year by J. H. Lati- 
mer, public health engineer, and 
H". S. Post, senior sanitarian with 
tha south central district health 
unit," the letter continues. "We have 
no correspondence from Rupert In- 
dicating that the container had been 
lost or misplaced and that a re- 
placement was desired. 

Not Approved 
'Our report ot your water si'stcm 
mailed to Mayor Henry Breazeal lost 
August Indicated the Rupert water 
supply Is not approved as meeting 
Idaho drinking water standarda be- 
cauae of existence In the syatem of 
certain defects that Introduce pub- 
lic health hazards. These deficien- 
cies haxe existed for some lime and 
have been referred to over a period 
of years In our reports on your sys- 
tem. The deficiencies are largely of 
an operational nature and can be 
cosily corrected." 

In closing. Clare commented that 
he was glad to learn of the city's 
Interest In having on approved water 
supply.

Of latc-yoars, there has been growing pub- 
lic resentment about the conduct or con- 
gressional Investigation!!. This perhaps has 
been most apparent In connection with what, 
still Is thought of OS the "Dies Committee." 

Much criticism of that committee has been 
inspired and cleverly propagated by the ex- 
treme left-wing. spark-pluBBcd by commun- 

tstJ Wh n in''f' t>|n1r rin;tnmnry-crttnnr_|.mitli.- 

to draw. red herrings over fresh trails. But 
much also has originated with the middlo- 
roQders and even with generally conservative 
persons who thought the committee often 
did the right thing In the worst way. And 
there has been reasoned criticism of the 
tactics of many other committees. 

Federal Judge BImon H. Rlflclnd of Hew 
Yorlc recently instructed a grand Jury that 
congressional committee methods are con- 
trary to the American conception of Justice, 
because the investigators do not heed "one of 
the maxims of our democracy that It la better 
that 100 guilty men escape than that one 
Innocent man should suffer punishment." 

We concur In the feeling that congressional 
investigating committees should mend their 
ways, but we do not go along with Judge 
Rifkind's particular ideas. 

The Judge would have committees operate 
with the same strait-Jacket &nd blinders that 
often make the admlnistratloa of Justice In 
the courts a mockery. He thlnlcs they should 
observe the "rules of evidence' and the "rule 
of probable cause," and not consider "rumor, 
gossip, hearsay, surmise." 

The Jurist's erstwhile law partner. Sen. 
Robert Wagner, could tell him that there Is a 
vast difference between the legitimate goal 
of a legislative inveatlgatlns committee and 
that of ft crimhiBl court 

The committee la seeking data on which to 
base the text of new laws or of amendments 
to existing statutes. The court Is determining 
whether to punish somebody for an Illegal 
act, and If so, how severely. 

We are committed to the Judicial thesis 
that it Is better to acquit many villains than 
to convict one man, however vicious and antl- 
coclal, of maybe the only crime in his neigh- 
borhood he didn't commit. With that In 
nilnd we haVe permitted lawyer-legislators to 
enact a code that makes the trial of any de- 
fendant a chess gome between counsel. 

Notwithstanding the many serious abuses 
of which the "Dies" and other committees 
have been guilty, their fault was not In re- 
ceiving and even considering evidence that, 
under Judge Rlfklnd'a rules of evidence, Is 
hearsay. Incompetent, Irrelevant and imma- 
terial — rumor, gossip, guesswork ond surmise. 

Their fault la that their hearings are, as 
the lawyer would say, ex parte. Only one aide 
Is heard. The wltnesa Is expected to answer 
questions which bring out what the com- 
mittee wants, but he is not permitted to pre- 
sent rebuttal himself or through his own 
witnesses. This works frequent Injustice 
against him. Even more serious. It often de- 
prives congress of all the facta to which its 
membera are entitled.

You may or may 
not like our loose tongue attitude In this 
respect. The fact Involved here Is that of 
your much cackled about freedom of the 
press. One thing you may be certain of. No 
matter wh&ther you think of us aa commun-

Tlie preview was provided by Jess Fletcher, Seattle, 
third InlemaUonal vice-president of the Building Serv- 
ice Employes' union, which consists of charwomen. 
Janitors, elevator operators, etc. Oeorge Bcnllse, whom 
Oov. Thomon E. Dewey sent to Sing Sing, once headed 
It. In a dramatic emotional Interview with Ashley Z. 
Holden of the Spokane Spokeiman-Revlew, Fletcher 
told how the "commies" had penetrated his local. WlUi 
tears In his eyes, he tjegged America 'a workers to wake 
Up and "tight Uio reds." 

Fletcher Is a key Democrat as well as a prominent 
labor leader. He was a visitor to the White House dur- 
ing the Roosevelt admlnlstraUon, and he was a dele- 
gate to the IBIt Democratic national convenUon. 
When Eleanor Roosevelt visited SeatUe, she some- 
times stayed at his home. He was a great friend of 
John and Anna Roosevelt BoetUger when they ran 
the Hearst paper In Seattle. 

SABOTAGE— Ha admits that he played with the 
"commies" because It was vote-getting poUUcs. He 
says that he "crawled Into bed with them and pulled 
the sheets over us." But now, he warns; 

"Unless America wakes up. we are going to sink be- 
hind the 'Iron curtain.' Liberty and the bill of rlghla 
didn't grow on a tree. Wa had to fight for them . . . 

"I have learned to m; sorrow that It Is Impooilble 
for American labor to cooperate with the communists. 
Ko matter what they profess publicly, they have but 
one objective. That U to sabotage American policies, 
whenever It will assist Russian foreign policy to do so. 

To them. Joseph Btalln and Russia can do no 
wrong. I believe that the Communist Party b a far 
greater menace to the Labor party than all the em- 
ployes put togetlicr," 

Fletcher Implied that he did not binme "decent em- 
ployers" for refusing to deal with labor unions led or 
doinlnated by communlits. He added that his experi- 
ence convinced him that "00 per cent of America's 
members wanted no truck with them." 

Washington State Democrats began Ihelr drive 
against "radlcal.t" when Earl B. Coe, state chairman 
and state senator, rtad ex-Rep. Jerry O'Connell out of 
the organlsaUon. Although denying that he Is a com- 
munist. O'Connell' usually followed the "party line" 
when he served In the ho\ue. Another ex-re presenta- 
tlve now In disfavor la Hugh da Lacey. 

Both were defeated lost year when, Irf a seemingly 
conservative and repentant mood, Washington voters 
elected four Republicans as memlxra of their six-man 
delegation In the house. Uut June, tn the third dis- 
trict's special election, they elected a Republican. Pub- 
lisher Ruuell Mack, over Charles Savage, an outright 
OlO-er. OOP leaders hope the trend will continue Into 
IDia and they count on the forthcoming "oommle" ex- 
pose to strengthen and accelerate It. 

RADICAL— In California. State Chairman James 
Roosevelt has broken with the radical facUon headed 
by Henrr Wallace and the latter's local field agent, 
fonner Atty.-Oen. Robert C. Kenny. While Roosevelt 
lUU sympathlies with porUons of the Wallace foreign 
policy, and appreciates the lowan's sincerity, ha prom- 
ised Presldeiit Tnmian'a aldu on a recent Whlta 
House visit that California would send a Truman dele- 
gation to the IMS oonvenUon. 

In a sens a, the Democrats' repudtaUon of their rad- 
ical allies along the west coast marks another break- 
away from FDR's policies. On questions Involving la- 
bor, power, business and finance, he tied up and went 
along with them, as did Labor Leader Fletcher, for 
pollUcal reaAoni. 

FDR WIS quit* friendly to -^oung Jerry." as ho used 
to refer to the man now cast out of the fold. And Son 
James' refusal to trail along -alth Wallace, his father's 
favorite, marks some sort of family treason. 

In off- the -record talks, however, DemocrsUc tsoden 
out here nolo that President Truman has set the anU- 
communlst pattern, largely by force of postwar circum- 
stance*. Tho admtntstraUon's loyalty tests, especially 
the state department's tough atUtude toward "sub- 
verilves" on the pay roll, as well as our tJntted NaUons 
dlttleulUes with Russia, have had a natural reaction 
on the stato organlEatlon. Many did not like the 
alliance In the first Instance, even though It meant 
votes and victory. 

In short, the Democrats are pursuing a new "party 
line" under President Truman'a dhrccllon, with IMS 
In mind.

CONBTITUTIONAL VB. UNCONSTITimONAL 

More and more we hear about this law and that law 
being branded as "unconstitutional." resulUng In long 
drawn-out expensive court battles. It Is a safe guess 
that the public Is rather fed-up with such blckerlm;. 

Perhaps there Is some very good fundamental reason 
why such ft condition la becoming more prevalent aa 
time sou en and our system of government becomes 
more complicated. 

However, to tho average Individual. It must seem 
strange that U laws can be found to bo unconstitu- 
tional after they are passed, by our law mnklni; l>odle.i, 
and becqne effective, there Un't tome way, that such 
laws can be found to be unconstitutional before they 
are passed and become effective. 

Under the present system our law-makers must rely 
Upon the attorney general's office of the stale, or 
United BUtet. to guide .them on whether or not a 
certain law they are considering Is constitutional or 
not. Could be that the law-makers are misinformed 
on that point either through carelcAsness, lack of 
knowledge or Insufficient research. 

Tlierefore, ma}-t>a the time has come to set-up a tort 
of supreme court tn the state, and In the United 
States, whoae sole purpose would be to pass final 
Judgment on the consUtutlonallty of laws thnt are 
being considered by our lav-makers. Then, their 
decision should be final so when the law actually 
became effective, our courts would not be cluttered 
up with questions atwut whether or not laws are con- 
sQtuUonal.— Buhl Herald.

The communist controlled gov- 
ernment was furious because Allen 
was reporting the fscts as he saw 
them.

As an American cItUen Allen 
tries to steer clear of the tangle of 
political prejudlcei that becloud 
everything in Poland.
